1 . I am a partner in the law firm of Clark & Elbing LLP and an attorney of record in 
the above-captioned case. 

2. I first became aware of the abandonment of the above-captioned application on 
August 11, 2003, upon receipt of a Notice of Abandonment for failure to pay the issue 
fee. I submit that the accompanying petition to withdraw the Notice is being promptly 
submitted as required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.8(b)(1). 

3. All mail sent from the Patent and Trademark Office to any attorney or patent 
agent at Clark & Elbing LLP is opened, date stamped, and docketed centrally before it is
